Changing? 


Roadside Notes: When a cold 
wave dips all the way down the 
keys to engulf even Key West and 
bring a chill to 
the lonely Dry 
Tortugas, the ef- 
fect on the visi- 
tor is one to ex- 
cite compassion. 
The citrus men, 
worrying about 
the fruit freezing 
on the trees or 


vegetable 
growers wringing 
their hands over a few million 
dollars’ worth of onions, tomatoes, 
carrots, lettuce, et cetera, are 
understandably sleepless. 


But, the various and fascinating 
variety of purveyors to tourists 
are the most indignant of all. 
There is nothing more lonely than 
a tourist resort with its beaches 
empty and its sun-chairs and 
lounges forlorn in the thinly blow- 
ing sand. The palms wave mock- 
ingly in the frigid wind. The lob- 
bies with their displays of sun 
glasses, anti-sunburn lotions, and 
the various items of gossamer for 
beach wear, seem to be em- 
barassed. 


Every time the cold comes, 
which is not often, the citrus, 
vegetable and tourist farmers all 
share one common subject of 
conversation, They begin to dis- 
cuss whether or not this best 
of all possible worlds may not be 
tilting a bit more or less on its 
axis, and if the winters are not 
growing increasingly cold. Old 
men and women begin to say it 


_ was never like this in their child- 


hood. 


Techniques 


History refutes them, but mod- 
ern weather observation tech- 
niques are improved, and there is 
enough new knowledge to lend 
substance to a theory about cycles 
of weather which some observers 
think ebb and flow hot and cold 
in spans of half a century or 
thereabouts. 


The recent blizzards which 
brought near zero situations to 
much of the nation, and caused 
even Key West to shiver apolo- 
getically in front of its visitors. 
was an illustration of the eccen- 
tricities of what we lump under 
the heading of ‘‘weather.”’ 


There was, for example, a day 
when just one degree separated 
temperatures in Alaska and 
Gainesville, Fla. Anchorage, 
Alaska, managed to have 28 de- 
grees on the same day Atlanta, 
Ga., had 13. 


The weatherman has an ex- 
planation for the swift invasion 
of cold which reached so far 
south. It is easily understood. 
But, it neither comforts the af- 
flicted nor soothes those who are 
fearful that the world may be 
experiencing some mysterious 
changes in outer space which we 
and the Russians so diligently are 
probing. 


‘The Westerlies’ 


Miami forecaster Gilbert Clark 
informs us that what the pro- 
fessionals call ‘““‘The Westerlies,”’ 
for about two months, have been 
lurching about somewhat drunken- 
ly. The Westerlies are great mass- 
es of air which, for as long as 
modern man has known out of his 
own experience, or that recorded 
before him, have blown routinely 
east and west across the nation. 
They form an invisible barrier 
against which cold air, flowing 
down from the North Pole regions, 
is blunted. 


Now and then, in 1958 for ex- 
ample, and again as 1960 neared 
its appointed end, the Westerlies 
had periods in which they blew 
in great loops to the South. These 
could be located and weathermen 
put them on maps well down into 
north Florida. 


With the barrier thus deeply 
dented, cold air from, Canada 
rushed in to fill the vast space 
thus opened to it. The fact of 
the southerly swoop of the West- 
erlies explains. also the increase 
in winds. Once the Westerlies re- 
sume their normal course, the 
cold will be pushed back and the 
winds subside. 


Forecaster Clark says the West- 


erlies lurched north-south in: late 


November and brought the bliz- 
zards which stunned the Midwest 
and East. In late December they 
swooped even. deeper southward, 
as they did in 1958 to bring on 
the severe winter which all Dixie 
still remembers. 


If this southward swooping con- 
tinues, most of the nation will 
again have a hard winter. 
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U.S. Plane 


Over Laos 


VIENTIANE, Laos (—An attack on an unarmed 


USS. plane north of Vientiane focused attention Wednes- 


day on a valley where Soviet airdrops are building up 


rebel forces. 


The plane was hit Tuesday as 
it flew over ihe valley to observe 
a Soviet transport plane dropping 
supplies to leftist rebels rallying 
there to battle the pro-Western re- 
gime in Laos. 

Whether the gunfire came from 
the jungle or from the Soviet 
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U.S. and Britain and France 
split over Laos. Page 2. 
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plane was not clear by accounts 
furnished the U.S. Embassy. 


But this first attack on an ob- 
servation plane indicated that the 
rebels no longer will tolerate the 
aerial reconnaissance that has fol- 
lowed their flight from the lost 
battle of Vientiane. 


One reason for a sudden desire 
for secrecy is that Communist 
North Viet Nam may be sending 
in soldiers to help the rebels. One 
source returning from the valley 
said he saw North Vietnamese 
land there from Soviet planes and 
estimated 100 were now in the 
valley. 


The U.S. plane, a twin-engine 
Dakota belonging to the U.S. Air 
Force attache’s office, carried 
Maj. Armand Riser of Arlington, 
Va., who is assistant military at- 
tache, and a crew of four. 


The attache’s office reported 
the plane was hit in the left en- 
gine and fuselage by small-caliber 
fire but made it back to Vientiane 
without injury to those aboard. 


The plane was flying on recon- 
naissance at the Laotian govern- 
ment’s request over Vangvieng, a 
village located in a mountain- 
ringed valley 65 miles north of 
Vientiane.

Georgians to Get 


A Break on Taxes 


Georgians will be able to make greater deductions on their 1960 
state income tax returns for sales taxes paid the state. 


State Revenue Commissioner 
Dixon Oxford said Wednesday that 
the Revenue Department has 
adopted a deduction table which 
will establish a guide for reason- 
able sales tax deduction for vari- 
ous groups and family sizes. 


This replaces an old system 
whereby deductions by taxpayers 
who did not keep receipts were 
based on a percentage of income 
on a graduated scale without re- 
gard to size of the family unit. 


IN LINE WITH U.S. 


The change is in conformity 
with a similar regulation adopted 
this year by the Internal Revenue 
Service for federal income tax 
purposes. 


It is applicable to income tax 
returns filed for calendar 1960. 


Oxford said widespread criti- 
cism was leveled at the old sys- 
tem and it was termed inadequate 
to fairly represent true sales tax 
payments. 


Many taxpayers, he said, ex- 
ceeded the table in filing their in- 
come tax returns. 


CITES CRITICISM 


With the new “‘liberalized”’ sys- 
tem, Oxford emphasized, ‘“‘such 
criticism is now without founda- 
tion.”’ He also said stricter en- 
forcement would be. undertaken 
by the department in checking 
taxpayer deductions. 


The revenue commissioner also 
pointed out that the new table is 
merely a guide ‘“‘and does not 
establish the right to claim such 
deductions.’’ The department may 
require any deductions claimed 
to be supported by proper evi- 
dence, he added. 


Deductions under the old meth- 
od ranged from 1.8 per cent for 
persons making less than $1,000 
annually to .4 per cent for those 
making over $50,000. 


Thus a man making $6,000 a 
year could deduct only 1.1 per 
cent of his income, or $66, no mat- 
ter whether he was single or had 
a family of five. 


Under the new table, a man in 
this same income bracket could 
deduct $96 if he is single; $120 
with two members in the family, 
$125 with three members, $137 
with four members, $143 with five 
members and $149 for six or more 
persons.

Not for Amateurs 


The image of U.S. diplomats and 
other foreign service representatives as 
incompetent parasites is exaggerated 
and unjustified. There is a hard core, for 
instance, of competent and dedicated 
State department people who hold to- 
gether the framework of American policy 
and do a fair job of it. 


There’s no doubt, however, that the 
foreign service can be and needs to be 
strengthened. With U.S. commitments and 
investments in security now extending to 
every area of the world, this phase of 
government has taken on proportions un- 
dreamed of two decades ago. It needs to 
be staffed in a manner commensurate 
with the task. 


President-elect Kennedy’s proposed 
plan to permit career foreign service ex- 
perts to serve in embassies previously 
staffed by wealthy political contributors 
thus deserves enthusiastic endorsement. 
The diplomatic service no longer is an 
agency which we can afford to staff 
with political appointees. 

Congress has been stingy with funds 
to pay expenses of our embassies abroad. 
Countries with lesser resources allow am- 
bassadors and other foreign service of- 
ficials greater expense accounts for en- 
tertainment, a necessary ingredient of 
diplomacy. This has tended to restrict the 
field in top posts to political payoffs. 

In top posts and throughout the whole 
foreign service, the United States needs 
topflight people, trained in diplomacy. 
In the growing struggle between two 
worlds, we can afford no less.

While what happened 
there is not*typical of all counties, cer- 
tainly it gives reason to question how 
many votes were cast illegally in Georgia. 


One safeguard against shenanigans 
with ballots would be the development 
of a strong two-party system, with all 
the checks and balances that go along 
with it. 

In order to be effective, though, it 
will have to be planted more firmly at 
the grass-roots level. Some strides in 
that direction have been made but not 
nearly enough to make much of a dent in 
the machinery of the one-party system.

It Took Too Long 
To End Barber Mess 


When a Thomaston barber told The 
Constitution he had paid for a barber's 
license in March and still hadn’t re- 
ceived it at Christmas, Reporter Jack 
Nelson investigated and found dozens of 
other barbers and beauticians had suf- 
fered the same treatment over a period 
of months. 

The member of the State Barbers 
Board who acknowledged such loose 
handling of the remittances was in- 
stantly asked by Gov. Vandiver to re- 
sign for “conduct incompatible with that 
required of any public official.” 


The governor thus added to his repu- 
tation as a public official who will not 
put up with haphazard handling of a 
citizen’s money, once he hears about it. 


But he obviously did not hear about 
it soon enough from his responsible offi- 
cials. Some 40 other cases of belated 
remittances were on the board mem- 
ber’s record. 3

Delay on Sibley Report 


Is Unnecessary Risk 


The League of Women Voters of 
Georgia has joined the growing number 
of state civic groups urging the 1961 
General Assembly to take action to save 
the public school system and to avoid a 
$30,000-a-day special session. 

In a letter to members of the legis- 
lature, League president, Mrs. Edward 
M. Vinson, points out that the regular 
session beginning in January will be able 
to exercise a control over the choice of 
alternatives that it may not have after 
the crisis hits. 

“The courts have already ordered a 
placement plan enforced as of Sept. 1 in 
Atlanta,” Mrs. Vinson declared. “The 
people of Georgia know already that the 
courts have spoken and that you as their 
representatives must resolve ‘the legal 
conflicts or else that public schools will 
close, which they will not tolerate.” 

Elsewhere a Georgia business group 
has urged that any decision to close the 
public schools be left up to individual 
communities. The Dalton Chamber of 
Commerce has submitted a resolution to 
this effect to state officials. 

The vehicle to prevent school closings 
and to allow a maximum of local con- 
trol is available to the General Assem- 
bly. It is the majority report of the 
Sibley Commission which would permit 
state and local action within the frame- 
work of federal court decisions. 


Toward This Slaughter 


Under our antiquated fee system, just about 
anything goes in some sections of the state 
as long as the fee is collected. There should 
be a point system, as suggested by Maj. R. H. 
Burson of the state patrol, whereby serious 
violators can be called in for interviews and 
training. If a person is found to be mentally 
or physically unfit to drive, his license should 
be revoked until] such time as he is able to 
qualify. 

But under the loose system that prevails, 
there have been complaints of numerous courts 
in the state failing to report drunk driving con- 
victions to the state patrol as required. 

But there will not be a uniform-traffic court 
system so long as the fee system prevails. 
There will not be an adequate force on patrol 
duty until the people become sufficiently in- 
dignant at the present rate of slaughter. 

These are some of the changes that need 
to be made.

Politics of Future 


Is Planted Now 


One must stop and read the sentence a 
second time to grasp the size of it. “The latest 
- census shows that we have lost 60,000 farms in 


the past five years."’ Sixty thousand Georgia farms, gone with the 


wind since 1955, 


J. W. Fanning, the agricultural economist who made the rept 
Tuesday, efficiently computed the effect of this revolution on the 
land and its yield. He found the year’s harvests good. 

But what is happening to the people involved now that farms, 
in Mr. Fanning’s words, ‘‘command less labor?” Some live on where 
they are, but work in town. Some move into industry, or into service 
occupations. Others migrate. What the over-all effect on our agricul- 


tural system will be, however, 
Fanning says quite frankly. 
. 


“remains to be determined,”’ Mr. 


And the eventual determination will decide what sort of state 
Georgia is going to be—laggard or leader. 

The small farmer who stays on the land faces narrowing deci- 
sions. He must have a cash crop. Tobacco, maybe, or cotton. He 
hires machinery instead of labor; amount of cotton picked by ma- 
chines more than, tripled this year over last—machines that do the 
jobs of 60 men. Quite apart from what happens to the 60 men, 
what is the one small farmer to do with his other acres? 

Livestock is an obvious answer, Georgia has to import beef. So 
why not raise cattle? The farmer weighs one calf a year against two 
litters of pigs a year and chooses hogs for quicker sale. Or poultry. 
Hogs and chickens require grain feeding. So he plants corn, and 
grows more than 80 million bushels of it. He still must import 50 
million more from the Midwest as feed. Then he exports poultry and 
pork. Where is the balance? Plant more corn and sell commercially to 
other men who raise hogs? Or quit hogs and go to cattle, which are 
in greater demand? Or swing all-the way over to produce, and risk 
a price slump on selling day when perishables must be sold, what- 
e¥er the price? Can any combination of these crops compete with the 
big farmer down the road anyway? The small farmer weighs, works 


and waits. 


And rapidly the pressures of machinery, big competition and small 
return force him off the land also to work for a wage somewhere. 
Where? That “remains to be determined.” 


These people and their children must have jobs. Georgia is not 
creating enough new jobs or a big enough politics to represent and pro- 
vide for the families left over from the farming revolution. Thou- 
sands have left the state while creation of new industry follows a 
leisurely course. Industrial development today is as surely a part of 
agriculture’s future in Georgia as the mechanical cotton picker. Gov. 
Vandiver has beefed up the State Commerce Department with an 
advisory commission to figure it out. The state will need to provide 


the money to back it up. 


It is in this area of change that the state’s future political lead- 
ership must move. For politics is of the people, and the people are 


moving.

Russia Pushing 
Kennedy Talks 


WASHINGTON — The Soviet government 
seems extremely eager these days to establish 
new lines of communication with President-elect 


* 


Kennedy and his associates. Moscow's envoy in Washington, Mikhail 


Menshikov, 


obviously on instructions from his government, recently 


has been initiating meetings with a great variety of politicians, em- 
phasizing the importance of reopening talks between Kennedy and 
Khrushchev or their representatives. 


This is not particularly courte- 
ous either to President Eisenhow- 
er or Kennedy, but it is happen- 
ing not only here but in third 
capitals, where people who are 
supposed to know Kennedy are 
being told that Khrushchev wants 
to end the diplomatic stalemate 
with the United States. 

Kennedy has been both cool and 
correct about these indirect over- 
tures. He is ignoring them for 
the time being. He will continue 
to do so until after he is inaugu- 
rated, and even then he is likely 
to approach this proposition with 
caution, 

No doubt the Soviets have rea- 
sons for wanting to talk. They 
have been in a dispute with the’ 
Chinese Communists over dealing 
the United States. Khru- 
shchev has been arguing that he 
can deal with the capitalists. The 
Chinese are skeptical that this 
would do any good and have been 
proposing a more hostile policy. 

Khrushchev probably is under 
pressure to demonstrate that 
‘‘peaceful coexistence’’ with the 
West is a good idea and nobody 
here prefers. Peiping’s tougher 
policy over Khrushchev’s. 

Nevertheless, Kennedy obvious- 
ly doesn’t. want to talk to Ade- 


nauer or De Gaulle or Macmillan 
early in his administration, let 
alone Krhushchev, and he cannot 
designate somebody else to talk 
to other Moscow representatives 
until he had worked out his 
policy’s main lines. 

In due course, new communi- 
cation channels will be available 
between Washington and Moscow. 
The Russians always have ad 
mired Adlai E. Stevenson. He will 
be at the U.N. It was at the 
United Nations that the negotia- 
tions started that ended the Soviet 
blockade of Berlin. This is one of 
many points of contact that can 
be used once the Kennedy ad- 
ministration has had time to 
clarify its positions. 

The incoming secretary of state, 
Dean Rusk, already has stated 
his opposition to inadequately pre- 
pared. summit meetings. 

Accordingly, Ambassador Me- 
shikov is wasting his vodka on 
these private luncheons with Ken- 
nedy’s friends on Sixteenth Street. 

Even those who have favored 
summit meetings in the past 
agree that Kennedy should be al- 
lowed to get into the White House 
before Moscow starts applying the 
pressure,

These Problems 
Can't Be Ignored 


PARIS—By exploding its third atomic bomb 
France brought into critical focus burning prob- 
lems that cannot further be ignored. The first: is 


that thane tS niveady a fourth nuclear power—even if on a modest 
scale, There will inevitably be fifth, sixth and seventh nuclear powers 
this decade unless international action halts the trend, 


The second is that agreements 
to cease testing, as the Soviet- 


American moratorium, will lose 
their meaning unless extended to 
all nations with atomic capabili- 
ties, like France, or nearing such 
capabilities, like China, Sweden 
or Israel. 

The third is that existing alli- 
ances, for example either NATO 
or the Warsaw Pact, must soon 
rearrange their strategic controls 
and dispositions and arrive at 
some form of nuclear weapons 
sharing—unless world disarma- 
ment begins. 

We had already. -experienced 
two political crises concern- 
ing nuclear arms during the 
month prior to this . morning's 
French explosion. First of all, the 
United States made a conditional 
offer to give its NATO allies a 
share of control over atomic wea- 
pons systems, thus stimulating a 
debate which still bubbles. If the 
project is. eventually endorsed by 
the Kennedy administration and 
NATO, the Russians will surely 
adapt some approximately similar 
system in their European alli- 
ance. That would then produce the 
need for a decision concerning 
China which has so far unsuccess- 


fully sought to obtain Soviet nuc- 
lear arms. 

The second crisis involved Is- 
rael. The Israelis had camou- 
flaged construction of a pile in 
the Negev and rumors suddenly 
circulated this month that it was 
intended to manufacture fission- 
able material for arms. This has 
been denied. But a current of 
alarm still resounds in the Middle 
East. 

The problem transcends its mili- 
tary aspects. Unhappily, it be- 
comes more and more likely that, 
should another war be allowed to 
develop, A-weapons will be used. 


But that would ultimately mean 
disaster. U.S. and Soviet scien- 
tists are now capable of fabricat- 
ing so-called ‘‘begaton’’ and ‘“‘giga- 


- ton’’ warheads which could blot 
‘out entire countries. 


The logic used by generals may 
be right but the quantum revolu- 
tion in arms manufacture reduces 
that logic to kindergarten dimen- 
sions. If a half dozen new nations

day, someone is going to trigger 
off a “gigaton.” That would put 
period to history. It is time for 
the statesmen to act.

mayor, the effort failed. 

The amenities prevailed, I am 
sure. The refusal was couched as 
a postponement, a laying on the 
table. The time is not ripe, the 
school crisis has to be handled 
first, etc., etc. In whatever man- 
ner the failure actually took 
place, the fact remains that the 
Negroes have offered to resume 
consultations and have been 
turned down. Both actions are 
doubtless maneuvers in the poli- 
tics of pressure. And the practic- 
ing moderates, I am sure, remain 
at work, desperately but quietly 
seeking a solution, as they should. 

Mr. Richardson feels confident, I 
am sure, that he understands all 
this. Actually he does not, or he 
would not have burst into print. 


If logic will not work, if perfect 
solutions are not possible — and 
I agree completely — why, then, 


does' he try logic on the sit-ins 
and Martin Luther King, when he 
obviously has given up on the ex- 
tremists of his own race? 

The sit-ins are not things to ar- 
gue with, they are conditions to 
manage, they are part of the prob- 
lem to be dealt with. If one is 
going to be a moderate and én- 
gage in the supremely difficult 
task of restoring communications 
and mediating solutions, one does 
not begin by insisting upon a re- 
turn to the verbalism, the slogans, 
the ‘‘understandings’”’ that led to 
the breakdown. Else one would 
have to begin with the minds of 
Dick Rich and Frank Neely or 
whoever it was that refused to 
accept the situation as it was and 
to go to work on that basis. 

The moderator has to begin with 
the situation as it is, he has to 
accept the whole, complex, dark 
tangle for what it is, where it is, 
and how it is. He, above all, can- 
not afford to let the antagonisms 


' and the pressures dull his own ef- 


fort to mediate because they hap- 
pen to pierce his own thin armor 
of feelings. It is interesting that 
Mayor Hartsfield has not taken 
pen in hand to write as Mr. Rich- 
ardson writes. 

This probably does not make 
sense to you, because I believe 
you share the frame of mind in 
which Mr. Richardson writes. I 
do not know how to explain what 
seems to me the logic of it. I do 
believe, with Mr. Richardson and 
you, that only the moderates, or 
rather the moderators, can do the 
job which needs to be done. But 
I do not get the impression from 
Mr.: Richardson's letter that he 
has ever been engaged in the job 
of being a moderator or really 
knows what it involves. His idea 
of ‘‘the ministry of reconciliation”’ 
seems to me completely unrealis- 
tic. 

All this may be completely un- 
fair. But of one thing I am rea- 
sonably sure. If a white pérson 
finds his gorge rising at the smug 
assumption of moral and religious 
superiority on the part of the new 
Negro, he has misplaced his sense 
of humor for one thing. And for 
another, he does not yet qualify 
as a practising and effectual rec- 
onciler. When are we going to 
allow the Negro to be as human 
as we are?

This led to 
rumors in Social circles that 14 
persons had been killed in Ghent 
end resulted in the Socialist un- 
ions in Antwerp calling a general 
strike Wednesday afternoon. 


Eyskens’ office said one woman 
had been slightly injured in the 
clash at Ghent. Reporters for the 
Belga News Agency who were 
present at the meeting said they 
did not see anyone injured.

Brussels streetcar and bus serv- 
ice was sharply reduced by a 
walkout of Socialist operators. 
Members of the Social Christian 
(Catholic) Union remained at 
work. The government said that 
30 per cent of the usual number 
of buses and streetcars were run- 
ning. 


Strikers hurled a brick through 
the front window of a bus in the 
center of Brussels. This was the 
beginning of violence directed 
against operators who stuck to 
their jobs. 


There appeared to be a rising 
militancy in the speeches made 
at strike demonstrations, which 
were held throughout the country. 
In Brussels some 5,000 demonstra- 
tors listened to speeches made 
against the government and then 
marched slowly through the cen- 
ter of the city. 


The marching demonstrators 
went on to hurl stones at street- 
cars and buses whenever they en- 
countered them without the police 
close by. 


In some cases passengers were 
endangered by the flying stones. 
One car was nearly invioved in a 
serious accident when the oper- 
ator attempted to back it away 
from the crowd and nearly ran 
it over an embankment. 


The demonstrators also dam- 
aged numerous private automo- 
biles as the parade continued. 
Many shopkeepers closed their 
doors and put up their iron gates.

Dear Dr. Molner: Can you 
give me information on the 
progress and, treatment of 
cataracts? 


I have had them in both eyes 
for more than three years. Do 
you recommend an oculist or 
an optometrist?—G, A. D. 


A cataract is a Cloudiness which 
occurs in the lens of the eye it- 
self. At first it is hardly notice- 
able. As the cloudiness becomes 
more dense, it interferes with the 
rays of light entering the eye and 
sight becomes dimmer. 


When the cataract, or cloudi- 
ness, reaches a certain stage, 


“‘mature,”” it can be removed by 
an eye surgeon. After that, light 
again can get through. With the 
addition of suitable eyeglasses, to 
make up for the removed lens, 
the patient again can see clearly. 


It is neither necessary nor wise 
to remove cataracts before they 
are “ripe.” It likewise is not a 
good idea to let them go too long. 
This isn’t a sudden thing. There 
can be a variation of months, 
usually, between the time of being 
“ripe enough” and being ‘“‘too 
ripe.” 


But there’s nothing to be gained 
by delay, once the cataract is 
ready. Furthermore, cataracts 
may not develop at the same rate 
in each eye. The doctor tries to

The Witness Outdoes 
The Untouchables

TV critics and sports writers have at least one 
thing in common—they’re the poorest prognosticators 


in the world. 


My comrades who cover the field of athletics 
rarely pick a winner at the Derby. Their pre-season 
predictions about 'the outcome of the baseball, basket- 
ball and football championships rarely pan out, 


And the TV columnists who 
have attempted, at the begin- 
ning of the season, to Select 
shows which 
they thought 
would be win- 
ners have, 
likewise, met 
with dismay. 

But, lo and 
behold, I think 
we've guessed 
right in at 
least one in- 
stance this 
year. 

The Witness, Jones 
which was the unanimous 
choice of TV critics as the 
show most likely to succeed 
promises to be the surprise 
show of 1960-61. 

This unusual television pro- 
gram re-created the careers of 
the famous, infamous and con- 
troversial figures of past and 
present through testimony be- 
fore a permanent board of in- 
quiry. 

When it was lanuched Sept. 
29, CBS-TV expressed little 
hope that the series would 
be~ successful. It was put in 
the 7:30-8:30 p.m. time spot, 
an hour which is usually de- 
voted to things for the children 
by the other networks. 

This was the only spot avail- 
able at the time—except the 
9:30-10:30 p.m. spot. And man- 
agement at CBS-TV felt it

“Why not put Witness oppo- 
site The Untouchables?” some- 
one at CBS-TV inquired.

The Witness was shifted to 
the 9-10 p.m. spot on CBS-TV 
Thursday two weeks ago (it will 
make its first appearance in the 
new time on Channel 5 Thurs- 
day night) and right away it 
began to take the measure of 
The Untouchables, the crime 
show of shows.

Applying a regulation skirt 
zipper in a reversible skirt va- 
ries, depending on which of the 
above types you use. Since I 
do not have the space in one 
column to give directions for 
all, I'll illustrate the most popu- 
lar version — the reversible 
skirt of two separate fabrics 
that have been placed and sewn 
together so that either side 
may be worn as the outside. 


The adjustable zipper foot 
machine attachment is very 
necessary because it allows for 
stitching on either side of the 
zipper. It should always be 
placed so that no part of the 
front rides on the metal por- 
tion of the zipper. 


First follow the instructions 
on the zipper package for pre- 
paring the placket. The length 
of the placket opening should 
be equal to the length of the 
metal part of the zipper plus 
waistline ‘seam allowance and 
% inch for waist band clear- 
ance. Baste on placket seam 
allowance to prevent stretching 
then baste placket closed along 
seam line. Press seam open. 


1. Top left: Attach zipper 
foot .to machine. Adjust to 
right-hand side of needle. Open 
zipper. Place it face down on 
one seam allowance with teeth 
edge at seam line and bottom 
stop of zipper at lower end of 
basting. Sew through tape and 
seam allowance only, so stitch- 
ing does not show on. either 
layer of skirt.

Americans Conform 


And Women Take Lead 


MADISON, Wis. (WNS)—De- 
spite the recent election differ- 
ences, Americans are becoming 
more and more alike, accord- 
ing to two University of Wis- 
consin sociologists. 


Women are leading the parade 
to what Profs. Norman B. Ry- 
der and Donald Thomas label as 
uniformity but not necessarily 
conformity.” 


Disclaiming any play on 
words, they explain that by 
such determined elimination of 
the striking individualities which 
used to prevail on a regional 
basis in the past, people actual- 
ly are displaying a good deal 
of lack of conformity—with the 
past, that is! 


The women, who always have 
displayed considerable adher- 
ence to uniform styles are nat- 
ural leaders in what the two 
sociologists call the trend to- 
ward ‘an increasingly common 
way of life.” 


Here are the ways they see 
it. We are: 


Getting married at a similar 
age (early); 


Having children at a similar 
age (before 30); 


Having the same size families 
(between two and four children). 


Going to school a _ similar 
length of time ‘more and more 
young people stick through col- 
lege). 


Having similar sized homes 
(less than four rooms when we 
are young or old; more than 
seven rooms during the child 
rearing period). 


Dying at a similar age, and of 
similar causes (cancer and 
heart disease). 


In their nationwide studies, 
the two scholars found that few- 
er of us are remaining single; 
that childless couples are be- 
coming a rarity, and, fortunate- 
ly, that the death of a young 
person is now a most infrequent 
tragedy. 


They found that the propor- 
tion of foreign-born Americans 
which not so long ago was one 
out of seven, now is down to 
one out of 16 and is declining 
rapidly to lower proportions. 


They learned that the average 
size of Protestant and Roman 
Catholic families now is almost 
identical. 


A “slow but sure”’ diminishing 
of the differences in American 
culture between white and Ne- 
gro is another striking feature 
of the new “common way of 
life,”’ as this team of ow 
sees it. 


‘In the last 20 years the pro- 
portion of young people in school 
rose from 80 to 90 per cent for 
whites, and 70 to 90 per cent 
—the same level exactly—for 
Negroes. 


Negroes used to live shorter 
lives than whites, but in the 
last 30 years this differential 
has been narrowed from 14 to 
seven years. 


In answer to the question of | 


how the nation with an increas- 
ing common way of life can 
avoid becoming also a country 
of conformists Professor Thom- 
as said that it must be achieved 
in the schools and in the family 
circle. 


Recreational activity in the 
home can, with steadily increas- 
ing leisure time for all the fam- 
ily’s members, become more on- 
the order of the family group 
in the play, “You Can’t Take 


It With You,” with each mem- 
ber, old and young, indulging 
in his pet hobbies and projects. 


The schools possess the rest 
of the answer, he said. Over the 
years, they will be forced by the 
age of specialization to offer 
the most comprehensive, indi- 
vidual-oriented educational pro- 
gram ever attempted by any 
nation. 


The great challenge to the 
schools, as it is to the family, 
will be to offer a measure of 
security and common cultural 
affiliation to all individuals, 
without violating the essential 
uniqueness of each, he con- 
tends. 


Until the schools can digest 
their overwhelming enrollment 
booms and cope with teacher 
shortages, the family, with the 
woman of the house taking the 
lead, will have to do the big 
job along this line, he forecasts. 


Women who, apparently by 
their-very natures, led the trend 
toward uniformity, now will 
have to display another side of 
their femininity and hold the 
line against blind conformity.

Against Pornography 


And State’s Illiteracy

A continuing battle against 
obscene literature and the eradi- 
cation of illiteracy in the state 
will be two major phases of the 
concentrated efforts of Georgia 
clubwomen in 1961-62. 


Guided by the theme, ‘‘Let us 
reason together with wunder- 
standing and information,”’ Mrs. 
Thomas O. Davis of Decatur,

chairman of the education de- 
partment, and her committee 
will focus attention on eight di- 
vicions of work within that area. 


“We believe that education 
is our greatest weapon for world 
peace and the safeguarding of 
our democracy," observed Mrs. 
Davis ‘as she highlighted her 
unit’s plan of work for the new 
year. 

MUST INFORM OURSELVES 

“We believe that if we are to 
survive in this space age we 
must inform ourselves about 
our greatest enemies—ignorance 
and misinformation,”’ - added 
Mrs. Lawrence Couch Jr., Toc- 
con, cochairman of the educa- 
tion department. 


The club leaders added that to 
win ‘“‘we must be willing to ac- 
cept the challenges, be inspired 
by the opportunities and assume 
the responsibilities.”’ 


The fight against obscene lit- 
erature, a continuing battle 
waged on a national level by 
clubwomen, will be planned by 
the communications division, 
headed by Mrs. James 5S. 
Tankersley of Ellijay. Skirmish- 
es will be waged through plans 
and projects utilizing the serv- 
ices of television and radio, 
the press and special programs 
urging support of the campaign 
to stamp out obscene literature. 
This, however, is only one 
phase of the work designed by 
the communications division. 


EDUCATION THROUGH 
COMMUNICATION 

“We believe,”” explained Mrs. 
Tankersley, ‘‘that communica- 
tions is a reflection of our 


‘American democracy and cul- 


ture. We shall use all the means 
at our disposal to further the 
education of adults and children 
through communication. One 
phase of our efforts will be the 
encouragement of a higher cali- 
ber of motion pictures, particu- 
larly depicting American de- 
mocracy and culture.” 


Mrs. Charlies B. McGarity of 
Dallas heads the literacy di- 
vision, which will strive for the 
eradication of illiteracy. 

“Most of the ills of the world 
are caused by ignorance and 
philosophies of government con- 
trary to our way of life,”’ Mrs. 
McGarity said. ‘So we must en- 
courage clubs to help educate 
people through special classes, 
in our own communities.” 


SPUR CITIZEN SUPPORT 


Mrs. John G. Lewis, Hape- 
ville, chairman of the library di- 
vision, reports that her group 
will spur efforts to encourage 
citizen support of community li- 
braries. Particular emphasis will 
be on keeping informed about 
legislation and appropriations 
which affect libraries, promot- 
ing local, regional and statewide 
library programs which will 
further “enrich the lives of all 
our people.”’ 


Future scholarship planning 
by the women’s clubs of Geor- 
gia, with emphasis on the new 
teachers scholarship loan plan, 
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' Burton of Atlanta, 


will be stressed by the scholar- 
ship division during 1960-61. The 
division, headed by Mrs. Os- 
borne Wynn of Macon, suggests 
local clubs plan programs and 
projects spotlighting the “acute 
teacher shortage.’’ This, Mrs. 
Wynn said, is recognized as one 
. “our greatest education prob- 
ems. se 


ENCOURAGE TEACHING 


“We are calling on club mem- 
bers to work toward getting the 
information to Georgia students 
in their own communities, and 
to make available to them the 
ways and means of encouraging 
young people to pursue a career 
in the teaching field,”’ she added. 


The clubwomen are underscor- 
ing such encouragement with 
the teachers scholarship loan 
plan, and through participation 
in the Tallulah Falls scholarship 
program, whereby deserving 
graduates of the Federation- 
owned school are given a finan- 
cial helping hand to further their 
education. This is a primary 
purpose of the Georgia group's 
penny art scholarship program. 


NEW EMPHASIS ON INDIANS 


There is new emphasis on In- 
dian affairs within the Federa- 
tion, with a study schedule 
formed to focus on the needs and 
basic problems of the American 
Indian, with particular devotion 
to the tribes that are natives of 
Georgia. This interesting phase 
of work, the Indian affairs di- 
vision, 
of Mrs. Theodore Jackson of 
Winder, who is urging clubwom- 
en to ‘‘learn about and appreci- 
ate the Indian.” 


‘The practical purposes of this 
division,’” Mrs. Jackson pointed 
out, “is to work toward finding 
solutions to some of the prob- 
Jems of the Indians.” 


She said this will be carried 
forth, during the next two years, 
through study programs and 
field trips. It is hoped that every 
Federation member in Georgia 
will visit the Indian mounds and 
museums in the state, and 
schedule programs featuring 
arts, crafts and music of the In- 
dians, to stimulate better under- 
standing and appreciation of the 
“early Americans.” 


STUDY OF LANGUAGES 


Continuing education and the 
Epsilon Sigma Omicron read- 
ing sorority will also merit 


attention from Georgia club- 


women during the next two 
years, This division, headed by 
Mrs. Lawrence Couch Jr., will 
carry out its aims with em- 
phasis on studying languages, 
providing leadership training 
and group activity § through 
workshops and forum pro- 
grams, 


“We'll also encourage every 
clubwoman in Georgia to join 
ESO for self - improvement,” 
Mrs. Couch said. 

NEWS SERVICE 

The over-all program of the 
Georgia Federation of Wom- 
en’s Clubs is forcefully inter- 
preted, in keeping with the or- 
ganization’s policy of better in- 
formed citizenry, through the 
news service and information 
division.

The Insurmountable Odds 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla.—When fate shuffles the 
deck you never know how the cards will fall, but few 
coaches ever caught a hotter hand than personable 
Ray Graves. 


Last Jan. 2, Arkansas had dealt Georgia Tech a stinging 14-7 
defeat in the 15th annual Gator Bowl game. Presentations had been 
made at the banquet party in the George Washington Hotel and 
now the band was playing and cele- 
brators were living it up. 


At a table in the rear of the room 
Graves made no attempt to conceal 
his gloom. Ordinarily a man capable 
of masking emotions, his face mir- 
rored the fact that this was one of the 
bitterest setbacks of his football life. 


At the time he was a candidate 
for the Florida job, ‘but the issue 
was still in doubt. After a dozen 
seasons as Bobby Dodd’s top lieu- 
tenant, Graves was ready to make 
his move. Sitting at the table, you 
felt that Graves had coached his 
last game at Tech. With the possi- 
ble exception of Dodd, there wasn’t 
a bluer man in Jacksonville. 


Not even Lloyds of London or Las 
Vegas would have listed odds against 
Graves returning to the Gator Bowl in 
less than 12 months and bringing his 
own team with him.

At the time Graves appeared to have no better than an even 
shot at the Florida job. Graves, of course, landed the post, but 
there was minimum cheering among Gator boosters. They did not 
want another defensive-minded man in the head chair from which 
they had unseated able Bob Woodruff. 


—A Triumphant Return to the Gator Bowl 


Graves promised to field an offensive-minded outfit which 
would go for broke. Fortunately, he had a daring young man named 
Larry Libertore and a gung ho band of Gators who enabled him to 
keep his promise. Florida scored two or more touchdowns against 
seven opponents. 


The Cinderella Florida story is familiar to all. The galloping 
Gators were in the running for the SEC title all the way and 
climaxed an 8-2 campaign by whaling bitter enemy Miami, 18-0. 


Now Ray Graves is returning to the Gator Bowl as SEC Coach 
of the Year, and listening to jubilant Floridians here you are con- 
vinced that he is the most popular man in the state. The bright 
setting on the eve of the battle with Baylor is quite a contrast to 
the gloomy evening after the last Gator Bowl bout. And no doubt 
Ray Graves will think about the lonesome ‘table at the George 
Washington Hotel when he checks in here Thursday with his Florida 
team. 


Fate changed all the cards for him in one shuffle. 


The rise to prominence of the man who will sit on the rival 
bench across the field from Graves Saturday afternoon is even more 
fantastic. Only four years ago John Dixon Bridgers was the football 
and track coach at Johns Hopkins, a distant sidetrack from the 
main line of big time college football. 


—Economics Prof Preferred Football 


The wheel of fortune often spins in strange directions, and 
Bridgers is a shining example. A native of Birmingham, Bridgers 
was an undistinguished guard at Auburn before he joined the service 
in 1942. 


He returned to Auburn as an economics instructor after 
recording highest four-year average in business administration. 
He remained on the football fringe by coaching the team, and 
there was no indication that he would ever crash the profession 
as a head coach. 


But football was John Bridgers’ business. He had to love the 
sport to serve five years as the line coach at Sewanee, two years 
as an Army coach during the Korean conflict and three years as 
head coach at Johns Hopkins. 


Hard work and ability finally paid off for Bridgers when the 
Baltimore Colts, impressed by his Hopkins teams, hired Bridgers 
as line coach: That was the springboard to Baylor where, like 
Graves at Florida, Bridgers swiftly proved he was the man for 
the job. 


In two years Bridgers has lifted Baylor off the Southwest 
carpet and into the Gator Bowl. With only eight seniors on the 
roster, the Bears were supposed to be cubs this year, but they 
arrived ahead of schedule and rode to a bowl bid via an 8-2 
record. Southwest champion Arkansas and Sugar Bowl-bound 
Rice are numbered among victims. 


The odds against Ray Graves and John Bridgers becoming 
rival coaches in the 1960 Gator Bowl game were insurmountable. 
But you never know where the cards will fall when fate shuffles 
the deck.

Meyer Schleifer, a West Coast 
champion who has few peers in 
play of the hand, met today’s deal 
in a recent Los Angeles rubber 
bridge match and managed to 
make his small slam at diamonds.

Schleifer was pleasant but firm, 
advising his friend to keep work- 
ing on it. 

If you cannot solve the problem, 
you can find the winning play be- 
low, but first see if you can take 
12 tricks at diamonds with the 
South cards after West opens the 
ace of hearts and shifts to a 
diamond. 

ANSWER 


South makes the small slam at 
diamonds by what Schleifer calls 
a “backward squeeze” in the 
black suits. He chooses this name 
because it is not West who is 
squeezed but East, who sits over 
dummy and has the privilege of 
discarding last. 


Declarer takes the diamond in 
his hand, ruffs his remaining heart 
in North and plays three more 
rounds of diamonds, hoping that 
one defender is long in both 
spades and clubs.

With Fondues, Cheese Trays'

Ring out the old—bring in the 
new! There’s nothing more fun 
than planning a party for the 
last night of the year—New 
Year's Eve—a grand finale for 
the year as well as the holidays. 


When friends gather at your 
house to welcome the New 
Year, you'll want to serve sim- 


ple fare with a glamorous ele- 
gance. 


Cheese is fast becoming an 
important part of holiday and 
food plans—giving as well as 
serving. Perhaps soon the serv- 
ing of cheese at holiday time 
will be as traditional as the 
serving of other holiday favor- 
ites such as cookies, fruit cake, 
fruits and candies. 


Cheese trays can be real 
hostess savers. They may be 
prepared ahead of time, cov- 
ered with transparent wrap- 
ping and stored in the refrig- 
erator reserving precious last 


minutes before guests arrive 
for other chores. 


Remove cheese trays from 
refrigerator thirty minutes be- 
fore serving time. Baby Gouda 
and Edam cheeses are at their 
flavorful best when served at 
room temperature. Garnish with 
greens and serve with tiny 
rolls, breads, fruits in season, 
cookies and hot beverages. 
OTHER WAYS 


There are other ways of serv- 
ing cheeses and one is es 
pecially a favorite of winter 
sports enthusiasts — participants 
and spectators alike. The tra- 
ditional cheese fondue that 
comes from Switzerland is hap- 
py eating when served with an 
American favorite food, hot 
crunchy French fried potatoes. 


This glamorous and easy to 
prepare company food, simple 
but hearty enough to satisfy 
the most stimulated appetite, is 
served in a chafing dish or 
fondue dish with a party flour- 
ish that makes it special. 


The dish is so old that no

one knows when it had its be- 
ginning. Dating certainly from 
the middle ages, this subtle, 
deceptively simple cheese dish 
was first put in the form of a 
recipe by the master French 
epicure, Brillat-Savarin, almost 
two hundred years ago. 


As a matter of fact, the mas- 
ter himself first introduced the 
dish to America, in Boston, in 
1795, recording the incident in an 
off-hand sort of way, ‘Whilst 
passing through Boston, I taught 
the restaurant-keeper, Julien, to 
make a fondue, or eggs cooked 
with cheese’’! 


The recipe began with as 
many eggs as you liked, ‘‘a 
lump of butter, a good deal of 
pepper, no salt—and proceeded 
to gentle stirring, always in the 
same direction, with a wooden 
spoon until perfection of textures 
had been reached. 

JUST RIGHT 

When it is just right, it is 
placed in a hot dish over an 
alcohol burner to keep warm 
without cooking further. Then 
the joyful ritual of eating the 
succulent sauce began—each 
guest skewering small bits of 
crusty bread on a long fork, dip- 
ping deep into the fondue dish, 
swirling around the edge, and 
eating the morsel as rapidly as 
possible while the next guest, 
in turn, dips and swirls in the 
same direction. 


It is the custom to keep the 
bubbly cheese mixture ever- 
moving in rhythmic motion as 
the guests dunk. Skewer the 
bits of crusty bread, soft part 
first so that the fork tines se- 
cure the crust firmly. 


When the fondue has finally 
cooked down, the host in pro- 
per Swiss tradition must fork 
out tne last of the fondue, di- 
viding it equally among the 
guests. There are as many ways 
of making fondue as there are 
makers of the dish. 


There’s something about this 
small melting pot that draws 
friends in closer and what night 
is more appropriate than New 
Year’s Eve? 


Why don’t you try this depend- 
ably luscious variations of the 
classic Swiss fondue. It’s guar- 
anteed to dimple and smile with 
merriment. 


FONDUE AMERICAINE 
1, clove garlic 
2 tbsp. butter 
2 tbsp. flour 
1‘ tsp. prepared mustard

with garlic. Add butter and melt. 
Stir in flour and then mustard 
until smooth. Pour in cream- 
milk .mixture all at once. Im- 
mediately stir vigorously and 
constantly. Continue to cook, 
stirring until thickened. Add cot- 
tage cheese. Stir constantly un- 
til mixture is almost smooth. 
Add other cheeses. Stir until 
cheese is melted and mixture 
is smooth and piping hot. 3 cups 
fondue. Serve with bread cubes. 


Another fondue, -known as 
Quick Pizza Fondue, is quick and 
easy. It actually can be pre- 
pared in about 10 minutes, then 
kept warm in a chafing dish or 
fondue pot. No exotic ingredi- 
ents are required. 


Canned stewed tomatoes, proc- 


ess cheese, salt and Tabasco 


are the sum total of items need- 
ed although green ‘pepper used 
as a garnish completes the holi- 
day color scheme. Whenever 
you're preparing a cheese dish, 
remember Tabasco because just 
a little does wonders for bland 
flavors.
